REMARKS 

The Examiner has required that Applicant designates which claims belong 
to the three identified species set forth in the Office Action, and then elect to 
prosecute one of the three species. 

In response to the Examiner's Election of Species Requirement set forth in 
the Office Action dated June 23, 2006, the Undersigned had an interview with the 
Examiner on July 17, 2006. The Examiner revised the breakdown of the claims as 
follows: 

Restriction Requirement 
Applicant understands that the Examiner has restricted the claims to the 
following three inventions: 

I. Claims 1-7, 17, 19 and 21 drawn to an electrode made of carbon 
nanotubes or carbon nanofibers, classified in class 429, subclass 231.8 

II. Claims 8-16, 18, 20 and 22 drawn to a process for preparing carbon 
nanotubes or carbon nanofibers, classified in class 29, subclass 623.1
